SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We beg to call your attention to the action of the town 
taken at our last annual meeting held March 11, 1924, 
whereby it was voted to elect the officers for the year of 
1925; one at a time and to be in order as soon as possible 
after the opening of the meeting. Also to the facts, it was 
necessary to exceed the appropriation for the repair of the 
Highways and Bridges as the heavy rains last spring 
caused many washouts and destroyed one of the bridges 
and its abutments near the Ward Parker Farm, so called, 
and the appropriation for the repair of the Town Hall. Also 
to the efficient services of Charles IF’. Young, George W. 
Carroll, Melvin P. Keister, Arthur G. Gordon and Edward 
W. Carter, the committee elected to purchase the fire appa- 
ratus. We are confident their selection will fill the require- 
ments and meet the approval of every voter in town. 
According to the statutes we appointed the following offi- 
cers for the Fire Department: Josiah N. Henderson, 
Chief Fire Ward; Arthur G. Gordon, Assistant Chief 
and Norris EK. Henderson, Clerk, who in turn appointed the 
men necessary to complete the department, whose names 
will be found on another page of this report. They volun- 
tarily served without any compensation and their services 
have been a credit to the department and an honor to the 
town. The W. H. McElwain Co. equipped a building 
with lights and heat for an Engine House and have main- 
tained the same for the year without expense to the town, 
for all of which we are deeply grateful and we earnestly 
commend your consideration for an appropriation for this 
department for the ensuing year.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 
February, 1925. 


Only a partial report of the condition of the library is 
possible at the present time. 

The library was open as usual twice a week, at the 
home of the librarian, until and including, May 28, 1924, 
since which time it has remained closed. 

During the four months from February 1 to June 1, 
2,575 books were put into circulation. Seventy-five new 
books have been added and a goodly number, mostly gifts, 
for which there was no shelf room when received, are 
yet to be listed, when all the books, now in storage, are 
collected in the new building.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Merrimack, 
GENTLEMEN: 


Herein please accept my sixth annual report as super- 
intendent of your schools and attached reports from the 
headmaster of McGaw and from your school nurse. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


The membership of your schools at the present time is 
as follows, McGaw 28, Reed’s Ferry 36, Merrimack 65, 
Thornton’s Ferry 22, No. 5, 14, No. 6, 18, No. 7, 22, No. 
12, 23, Total 223. This number, though slightly larger 
than the average, does not differ materially from your 
enrollment for the past six years. 


TEACHERS. 


Merrimack was fortunate in being obliged to hire but 
one new teacher for the present school year, and there has 
been no change thus far in the teaching force since the 
schools opened in September. This is probably an un- 
precedented record for the town. It speaks well for the 
teachers that they have been found worthy and asked to 
return, and also to the community that life has been made 
pleasant enough for them that they care to return. Your 
children are the chief beneficiaries. I feel that the per- 
manency of tenure of your teaching force has been the 
most potent factor in the improvement of your schools. 


COMPARISONS. 


A statement recently issued by the state board of edu- 
cation tabulates the current cost per pupil of the average 
membership in the elementary schools in 247 of the school 
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districts of the state. These costs vary from $41.80 per 
pupil in Seabrook to $253.16 in Livermore. The cost 
per pupil in Merrimack for last year was $67.23. ‘There 
were 161 school districts where the expense was larger and 
85 where it was less. This would seem to indicate that 
a careful and judicious expenditure of school moneys 
was made in Merrimack for the school year 1923-4. The 
total expense for schools for the year, reckoned on each - 
$1,000 of equalized valuation, was for Merrimack for 
elementary schools, $6.84, for secondary $3.27, current 
$.68, total $10.76. There were 87 districts in the state 
where it was more and 171 where it was less. 


ECONOMIES. 


The expense for secondary education was rather large, 
there being but 41 school districts in the state where it 
was larger. This is doubtless due to the fact that Merri- 
mack maintained one secondary school and paid tuitions 
to another. This cannot be avoided without hardship to 
certain sections of the town. Merrimack is unfortunate 
in that respect. However, the state will pay this year a 
part of the current expense of the elementary schools, and 
a saving can probably be made by discontinuing the prac- 
tice of sending pupils from certain sections of the town, 
to the last year of the Nashua junior high school. 
Though this has been a practical arrangement in the past, 
I believe that changed conditions will make it more satis- 
factory to do the work of that year in one of the smaller 
schools in the southern part of the town. 


Civics aND HEALTH. 


The function of the public schools, as viewed from the 
standpoint of the state, is to instruct and train the pupils 
for the duties of citizenship, otherwise there would be no 
justification for the maintaining of a public school sys- 
tem. rom the view point of the pupil or the parent, the 
school must contribute to the material or physical welfare 
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of the child, and in the absence of confidence in this con- 
tribution the compulsory attendance law would be nearly 
impossible of enforcement. In this consideration it is 
significant that the first two of the seven objectives of edu- 
cation, as determined by the National Education Associa- 
tion, and generally endorsed by educational authority 
throughout the country, are citizenship and health. — In- 
struction and training in the first concerns primarily the 
state, the second the individual, though both the state and 
individual profit by both. 

I believe the time has come when we should broaden 
and enrich our courses in both these subjects. The 
teaching of citizenship has long been a statutory require- 
ment in the public schools of New Hampshire. There is 
now no lack of proper texts and the teachers are given a 
comprehensive view and training for this work in our 
normal schools. When this subject is properly handled 
in our schools, there will exist little need of restricted 
immigration. 

Instruction and training for health is a more recent 
requirement of our statutes but is one which is receiving 
a decided public approval. Our health program. in 
school should include besides instruction in hygiene and 
training in health habits, inspection and supervision of 
erowth and development, in which the physician, the 
nurse, the athletic coach, and the home shall co-operate. I 
am. certain that we would do well to give these subjects 
more attention and a more exalted place in the program. 


In GENERAL. 


With a corps of teachers who had previously served the 
district in this school for periods varying from two to five 
years, the work at McGaw has been very satisfactory thus 
far this year and will doubtless continue to be. In com- 
pliance with the recommendations of the state board of 
edueation for all secondary schools, drill work in the 
fundamentals acquired in the grades is being continued 
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in this school. I believe the work being done in the ele- 
mentary schools at the present time is at least up to the 
standard of the past few years, but I am speaking from 
impressions as I have deferred giving my usual number 
of standardized tests until later in the year when they 
may be made of more use in determining promotions. 

Calling your attention to the attached reports and 
thanking the board for the many considerations shown me 
during the past year, this report is,

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF 
McGAW INSTITUTE. 


To the Supermntendent, Trustees of McGaw Normal Instt- 
tute and Ortrzens of the Town of Merrimack: 


February 10, 1925. 


The work at MeGaw Normal Institute has been very 
satisfactory as a whole during the last year, due to the co- 
operative spirit and efforts of all concerned. 

At the present time there seems to be more interest 
among the students in school work and the average grade of 
work being done in all courses is higher than at any time 
before in the last three years. 

We are this year promoting the same outside activities 
that we have the two preceding years. 

Through the co-operative efforts of the students, we were 
able to bring to the town this year, four very worthy eve- 
ning entertainments for our annual lecture course, which 
we started last year. 

The high type of entertainment presented was so well 
enjoyed by all who attended the course, that eight of the 
representative citizens of the town have signed a contract 
to financially back a similar course of entertainment to be 
conducted by McGaw Normal Institute next year. 

I feel that one of our greatest accomplishments for the 
general and lasting welfare of the students is the introduc- 
tion of a course, for 24 minutes each day, in Fundamentals. 

In this course we are attempting to keep alive that 
knowledge which the boys and girls have brought with 
them from the Grammar school, and to increase their accur- 
acy and speed in Arithmetic, Spelling, Handwriting, 
Grammar, Silent Reading and Place Geography. We are 
also trying in this course to give them all a general 
knowledge of practical citizenship, which I feel is of ines- 
timable value to the future of our country, but most of all 
to each individual student. 
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This course is recommended by the State Board of Edu- 
cation, this year, and is highly approved by the foremost 
educators of the day.

To the Superintendent, Trustees of McGaw Normal Insti-- 
tute, and the Citizens of Merrimack: 


The aim in cooking is to perpare the girls by actual ex- 
perience to save food by canning, preserving and pickling, 
and to cook and serve wholesome food for every day people. 
In the fall the cooking elass canned forty quarts of fruits 
and vegetables for their parents, and made thirty jars of 
jelly.. Twelve meals are to be served during the year, 
eight of which have been served. Since cold weather the 
girls have prepared one hot dish for school lunches every 
day, such as scalloped dishes, soups, ete. 

Each member of the sewing class has made her person- 
al equipment for cooking, consisting of apron, holders, 
cap and hand towel. ‘They have also made sewing aprons, 
guest towels, pillow slips, underclothes and a dress. Later 
more time will be spent on outer garments and the study 
of materials used, and remodeling garments that have be- 
come worn or through changes in style have lost their at- 
tractiveness. 

The chief aim of the Household Appliance course is to 
make the girls familiar with the equipment of a home by 
actual study of such equipment. This is accomplished by 
investigation and examination of the utensils, machines 
and devices which the home-keeper is constantly making 
use of, |

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SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT. 


Your school nurse submits herewith her report. 


I took up the work early in October succeeding Mrs. 
Priske who left in June to take up other work. I find 
that the schools have been remarkably free from conta- 
eious diseases this fall and winter. This has been due to 
the remarkable co-operation of the teachers and parents in 
reporting the first symptoms of any sickness and having 
them investigated at once resulting in the separation of 
the sick child from the well ones. 

Most of the pupils have been vaccinated, and I would 
call your attention to the law in regard to vaccination. 

The lack of funds prevents the followup work that 
would make the work of your nurse more effective. You 
can see the need of clinics for the eyes, tonsils and teeth
